CLASS HISTORY 

Ltedtaey emticatey ec alicare yeh Liearken to, the yoice: of the ancient oapas. 
From the dim archives of the past comes the tale of the Golden Age of P. A. 

In the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, on Sep- 
tember 15, a mighty host of juvenile Derryites massed at the foot of the citadel of 
Pinkerton Academy. 

Forthwith there was arrayed upon the crest of ye ancient hill of P. A. a group 
of loyal but arrogant Sophomores — eager and willing to withstand the vigors of 
conflict, to uphold the honor and prestige of their exalted position. 

Amidst great din and clangor the two hosts met, each bound to a purpose, 
one the upholding of a sacred trust, the other bound to break the decreed trust. 
Ye ancient ducking was administered amid much wailing and gnashing of teeth, 
but contrary to the ancient custom, ye green flood of H2O closed over the plumed 
casques of the valiant sophomores. Thus, was introduced a new and unparalleled 
age of golden success and achievement. 

Verily did ye council of elders summon the Freshman host of 105 to attend 
a mighty gathering. This titanic and wondrous gathering is recorded in the annals 
of History as the Freshman Reception. Thus did the new masters take up the 
reins of scholastic routine under the regime of Principal J. H. Bell. 

The call of the scribes foretold of a mighty council called by our council of 
wise men, Mr. Condon, Mr. Metcalf, Miss Stone, and Mrs. Pettee. 

When the multitudes were assembled, our leaders wise and true were elected 
to control the destinies of “33” :— 

President, Donald Tyler; Vice-President, Anna McCoy; Secretary, Eudelle 
Parks; Keeper of the Public Funds, John Moody. 

The multitudes of “33” elected to signify their noble reign under a banner of 
purple and silver. 

Behold, a page enters our midst on a mission from their excellencies, the 
Juniors, soliciting the class of “33” to attend the Junior Prom. “Verily I say unto 
you, it was attended.” Attired in much fine raiment of regal Purple and Silver, 
did the class of “33” close an enjoyable and eventful season at P. A. 
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The morn of Monday, September 16, 1930, saw amassed at P. A., the class of 
“33” with somewhat depleted rank, to greet the fledglings of “34” in the customary 
“manner. The procedure of immersing the members of “34” in “Aqua Pura” was 
carried out to the fullest extent, contrary to the result of the previous year. 

On Friday, September 29, 1930, the assembled populace saw a throng of gaily 
adorned Freshmen exhibit the exalted “33” colors while attired in bibs and aprons 
of regal purple and silver hue. 

September 19, 1930, the masses proclaimed as its new leaders: President, 
Neil Buffum; Vice-President, Donald Tyler; Secretary, Ruth Clement; Treasurer, 
John Gillespie. 

History was made at the Annual Bazaar, where a gala affair was had. The 
Hallowe’en Party was an overwhelming success. Then the memorable event, the 
Junior Prom, was held amid the halls of old P. A. 

With the approach of June and Commencement, the class of ‘33’ departed 
from P. A. and closed another year of epoch-making success. 

On September 8, 1931, the class of “33” returned to ye ancient portals of P. A. 
as Juniors. The destinies of ye class of “33” were entrusted to the capable hands 
of: President, Nathaniel Bartlett; Vice-President, Angeline Ricord; Secretary, 
Thelma Clark; Treasurer, Stanley Hart. 

At ye old Bazaar the dispensation of delectable foodstuffs was commandeered 
by ye Juniors. 

February 14, 1932, history was made by the holding of ye historic Junior 
Prom. Under the magic touch of ye Modern Merlin N. Rogers, a great transfigu- 
ration made ye austere chapel a palace of Purple and Silver. Indelibly stamped 
on the brain of the multitudes is this event. 

The Junior Play, “Sh, Not So Loud,” was presented April 24, 1932, under 
the direction of ye master bard Mr. Fussell. Ye merry throngs all gave voice of 
approval to this presentation. 

The commencement responsibilities which fell to Ye Juniors were carried out 
with the usual success of ye class of “33” and ended another history-making year. 

The dawn of September 12, 1932, saw ye class of “33” return as dignified and 
revered Seniors. 

On September 25, 1932, the destinies of the class of “33” were entrusted to: 
President, Jean Stevens; Vice-President,, leo” Wicker? Sectetarm) Rute Geren 
Treasurer, Lilly Gelt. 

Verily, in mass did ye merrie throng assemble at Chase’s Grove to feast and 
make merrie on the Senior Corn Roast. 

Again over Ye olde Chapel did N. Rogers pass his magic hand to brighten 
Ye Freshman Reception. 

On January 27, 1933, Ye Senior class presented its play, “My Irish Cinder- 
ella.” A mighty voice of acclaim was raised from the populace for this dramatiza- 
tion. The play was directed by Ye coach, Miss Billings. 

On May 26, 1933, Ye olde Hamlet of Derry was amazed to gaze upon Ye 
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dignified Seniors, attired in infant dress, embarked to attend ye annual childish 
function of “The Kid Party.” 

Hear Ye. Verily did Ye class of “33” embark and descend to Washington, 
N. H., on June 2, 3, 4, for Ye annual Senior Trip. On the eve of June 4, the weary 
wanderers returned to their native haunts. 

The next social event was the Senior Howl. This was held at Pawtuckaway 
Lake.
